Then  followed 
silent  prayer  for  what  seemed  ten  minutes, 
after  which  the  congregation  (myself  and 
Mrs.  Hailey  excepted!)  repeated  the  so-, 
called  Lord’s  prayer.  This  done,  the  real 
performance  began.  A man,  apparently  a 
lawyer,  rose  and  commented  on  Peter's  ex- 
perience, keeping  in  the  line  of  common 
sense,  I thought;  but  the  “testimonies”  of 
a dozen  that  followed  were  in  the  strain  of 
what  you  might  expect  to  hear  in  the  voo- 
dooism  of  a lot  of  fanatical  crackbrains.  I 
give  a few  that  your  readers  may  judge 
for  themselves.

There  is  one  paper 
mill,  for  instance,  at  Kuroford  Palls,  in 
the  woods  of  Maine,  which  turns  out  ev- 
ery day  a atrip  of  paper  on*  hundred  aud 
forty  four  feet  wide  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty  miles  long— long  enough  to  put  a 
sash  around.the  world  every  six  months. 

Ther«  are,  all  told,  elevefflnindrcd  pa- 
i cr  mills  in  the  I’nited  Skates,  produc- 
ing two  hundred  milliodvaollars  worth 
of  paper  a year.  They  burn  up  three 
million  tons  of  coal  yearly,  and  shred 
two  mi|bon  five  hundred  cords  of  wood 
into  pulp.  About  twelve  million  five 
hundred  thousand  trees  are  cut  down  to 
feed  these  papier  mills,  every  tree  being 
at  least  nine  inches  in  diameter.  One 
month's  issue  of  the  Woman'a  Home 
Companion  requires  as  many  trees  as 
there  are  on  a good  sixed  farm.  If  you 
tear  off  a tiny  corner  of  this  page,  and 
put  it  under  a strong  microscope,  you 
will  notice  the  little  splinters  of  wood  of 
which  all  magazine  paper  is  made.—

Roger  Williams  wa§  the  pio- 
neer evangelical  missionary  to 
the  Indians  of  America.  In  En- 
gland he  advocated  the  coloni- 
zation of  the  New  World  for  “the 
propagation  of  the  Gospel  to 
the  Indinns.”  Soon  after  his 
arrival  in  1631,  he  applied 
himself  with  ardor  to  their 
evangelization.  He  says  “God 
was  pleased  to  give  me  a 
patient  spirit  to  lodge  with  them 
in  their  filthy  smoky  holes  even 
while  I lived  at  Plymouth  and 
Salem  to  gain  their  tongue." 
[This  was  thirteen  years  before 
John  Eliot  styled  the  “Apostle  to 
the  Indians”  began  his  work. 

John  Eliot’s  first  sermon  to 
the  Indians  was  preached  Octo- 
ber 1646,  and  continued  for 
three  hours,  the  Indians  asking 
so  many  questions.  He  has  the 
honor  of  translating  the  first 
Bible  printed  in  America. 

David  Brainers  is  known  as 
the  "Missionary  of  the  Wilder- 
ness." He  labored  among  the 
Indians  of  New  York  and  New 
Jersey,  spent  much  time  in  the 
woods  alone  with  God,  inter- 
ceding for  his  work.  He  died  at
